No. 2/54. — In pursuance of the Notification of the Government of India in the 
late Department of Commerce No. 23-ITC/53, dated the 1st July 1943, as continued 
in force by the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIH of 1947) the 
Central Government hereby directs that the following amendment shall be made 
in Open General Licence No. XXXII published by the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Commerce and Industry,. Import Trade Control Order No, 4/53, 
dated the 21st September 1953, namely; — ■ 

In the Schedule appended to the said Open General Licence the entry 
“Cashewnuts’’ ^peering under Serial No. 20, Part IV of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule be deleted.

No. 51-ITC(P.N.)/54.— By Order No. 2/54, dated 18th May 1954 Issued by the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry the item "Cashewnuts”, appearing against 
S. No, 20 of Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule has been deleted from 
the Schedule to the Open General Licence No. XXXII published In this Ministry’s 
Order No. 4/53, dated the 21st September 1963. 

2. It has however been decided to grant licences to established importers for 
imports from soft currency areas on a quota of 60 per cent, of half of their best 
year’s Imports of cashewnuts from the soft currency areas. Applications in the 
prescribed form and manner indicated in the Red Book for January-June 1954 
may be made to the Licensing Authorities at the Ports before the 7th June 1954. 

3. It has been decided further that applications from Actual Users for the 
import of cashewnuts from the soft currency areas will be entertained during 
the current licensing period. They are advised to apply to the Licensing Autho- 
rities at Ports in the prescribed manner. 

4. Consignments of cashewnuts where shipments had been made prior to the 
20th May 1964 would be allowed clearafice by the Customs without insisting upon 
the production of import licence. 
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
